roulcry—t'eed ‘twice a Day. 


The best rule, both as to quantity and 
time, is to give the fowls a full meal in the 
morning and a second shortly before going 
to roost. Many persons feed their fowls 
only once a day, usually in the morning ; 

' the consequence is that they go to roost 
with empty crops, and as the nutriment 
_| they have obtained during the day is re- 
uired to keep up the animal warmth, par- 
ticularly during the long, cold nights of 
winter, it cannot be employed in the pro- 
duction of eggs, and thus feeding hens 
once a day is notfavorable to their fertility. 
_ It is necessary, therefore, to feed liberally 
twice a day, at least, if any large amount of 
profit be desired from fowls. There is one 
t advantage dependent upon having 
fixed hours of feeding—namely, that the 
birds soon become accustomed to them,and 
do not hang about the house door all day 
long, as they do if irregularly fed. Thoy 
_ consequently obtain a greater amount of 
food for themselves, and are less trouble- 
some than they otherwise would be.

It cannot be imagined that the mouth of 
our small river can afford dockage for the 
number of vossels that will come to our 
port. I propose to build four slips. First. 
to begin at the shore 30 fect wide run it 
out to 10 feet water; second, have a space of 
39 feet water; third, run another slip out 30 
feet wide; fourth another space water 30 
feet wido; fifth. another slip same 30 feet 
wide ; sixth another space 30 feet wide ; 
seventh, another slip 30 feet wide. 

These spaces of water may, if the Oor- 
poration think best, all be filled up and 
then there willbe a wharf 210 feet in length. 
T propose to fill up these wharves or slips 
full and solid from the shore to the end. 
Each slip will provide dockage for four

I do not think it will be requi.ed to bur. 
den the people with any more taxes for 
this necessary improvement. The money 
that we will save by retrenching and the

Ifthe Aldermen of the past year and 
those of other past years had taken an _ac- 
tive interest in the affairs of the wharf they 
would have noticed that a very great im- 
position was and is practiced on the people 
coming up on the Bay boats from Picton 
and intermediate ports to Belleville. They 
come to Belleville to sell and to buy. As 
s00n 8s a woman steps on the wharf witha 
basket of eggs the wharfinger demands wharf- 
age. A man steps on the wharf with a pail of 
butter, he is served the same way. So it is 
with every article they bring to market, 
Then the next tax is market fees, These 
persons, after selling their articles, may 
buy a barrel of salt, or a bedstead, or table 
or some chairs. It is then sent to the 
wharf, the wharfinger comes again and de- 
mands wharfage. If any of these go olf’ at 
North Port another claim is made for 
wharfage. That makes four taxes on the 
people because they come to Belleville to 
do their business. The people who come 
across from Herry Point have afree land- 
ing, and should not those who are anxious 
to come on the Bay boats have the same 
privilege? If we wish to build up our city 
we must aftord facilities for the people to 
come, A number of years past I spoke to 
our respected friend Mr. Levesconte, who 
took an active part in municipal affairs. I 
stated this matter to him, and he replied 
and said, “‘I never thought of it, I am glad 
you mentioned it, I will attend to it imme- 
diately.”

Fearful ®xplosion. 


THREE KILLED AND 20 WOUNDED. 

New York, Jan. 5.—A fearful explosion 
occurred at ten c’clock this morning in the 
converting room of the Celluloid Mannfactur- 
ing Company, Three ofthe men were in- 
stantly killed, 20 of these so burned that they 
cannot survive. The workmen were in their 
accustomed places when, without promotion, 
from some unknown cause,a maas of Celluloid, 
a highly inflammable material, suddenly ex- 
ploded, destroying a one story brick building 
with all its contents. The victims are Wm. 
Fenter, aged 15, whose body was found in the 
ruins a ghastly spectacle. Under him lay the 
disfigured body of Frederick Stiles of Roselle, 
so charred, it was scarcely recognizable, John 
Yates was also killed. Spencer Atwood died 
in 20 minutes from concussion of the brain, 
Elmore Bogart and Frank Pierce, Newark, were 
also fearfully burned and taken to the hospi- 
tal. No hopes of their recovery, Stephen 
W. Wade, seriously but not dangerously in- 
jured. ‘The loss is estimated at $10,000.

This was too much for the 
equanimity of the guider of the I olish 
youth; he flew into a passion and immedi- 
ately reported the matter to Genoral Kotz- 
bue, the Governor of Poland. To the 
astonishment of the Warsaw public, among 
whom the affair had created quits & sensa- 
tion, and to the disgust of M. Apuchin, 
that. over zealous official was reproved by 
the Governor for his zeal, and the student 
has been dismissed with a trifling repri-

The quantity of grain 
exported to the States having decreased but 
little, whilst the shipments continue coast- 
wise increased considerably, and the prices 
realized for the best qualities of barley sold 
for use in Canada, as well as for the rye 
shipped coastwise for home consumption, 
were better than for the same articles sold 
to the United States, The N. P. created 
a home market for our rye, and the proba- 
bility is that that market will be enlarged 
and improved through the same agency, 
greatly to the protit of our farmers.

Six, —The petition for special leave to 
appoal came on for hearing on Saturday, 
and after a long argument by Mr, Benja- 
min on behalf of the petitioner, their lord- 
ships, Lord Selborne, presiding, refused to 
grant leave. We oabled you on Saturday 
to this offect. The principal, in fact the 
only ground relied upon by counsel for 
potitioner, was tho difference of opinion | 
amongst the judges of the lower Courts as | 
to the Election Act of 1874 being conati- 
tutional or unconstitutional, and the de- 
sirability of having this point decided by 
her Majesty in Council, 80 as to put an 
ond to the conflict of opinions. Lord Sel- 
borne, in delivering judgment, said that 
thoro was nothing before thoir lordships to 
lead them to suppose, neither did they 
think, that the judges who refused to act 
would fail to assent to the unanimoua find- 
ing of the judges composing the Supreme 
Court, and that, therefore, there seemed 
no special reason why leave to appeal should 
be given. His Lordship then went on, 
contrary to our expectation, to consider 
whether the Act of 1874 didinfringe upon 
the rights of the Provincial Legislature, 
under section 92 of the Act of 1867. After 
complimenting Mr, Benjamin, and express- 
ing his opinion that even if an appeal had 
been allowed, and the point been fully 
argued, at hearing, it was doubtfnl whether 
anything more could have been said on the 
subject, his Lordship said the Committee 
were of opinion that the Act of 1874 was 
constitutional and within the powers con- 
ferred upon the Dominion Parliament by 
the Act of 1867 ; that that Parliament hav- 
ing power to appoint a new Oourt for eleo- 
tion matters had done so by nominating 
the different Courts specified in the Act, 
or any of the judges thereof, to constitute 
that Court ; iv fact, that the distinction 
between the Act of 1873—which has not 
been disputed—and the Act of 1874 was 
little more than this, viz., that by the 
former any of the judges of the different 
Couris were formed into the Election 
Court, and by the latter Act the Courts, or 
any of the judges thereof ; moreover, that 
the care which was taken in prescribing 
the mode of procedure clearly showed that 
the Court constituted was a new one, for 
had the Act merely added to the juris- 
diction of the old Courts, all these special 
rules would have been unnecessary.

Government’s Pro- 
gramme. 





The Ontario 


Our Ontario rulers haye given, as usual, 
a very lengthy ‘‘speech from the throne, ” 
though that with which they have opened 
the fourth Legislature is not so barren of 
matters of general importance as most of 
those which have preceded it under the 
same auspices. It may be that Mr. Mowat 
has become tired of the reproach which 
has been cast upon him of being “a Re- 
former with nothing to reform,” and that 
he has determined to depart from the 
‘rest and be thankful” policy which he 
has consistently pursued. Of this we shall 
be able to judge better hereafter, when his 
measures shall have been submitted to the 
House, and when their character has been 
seen—that is, if some of the announcement 
are not mere decoy ducks, put forth to 
garnsh the bill of fare for the time being, 
and to be laid aside for future action. 
Such has been the frequent practice of 
Grit Governments, and the present occa- 
sion inay quite probably form no exception 
to the rule. We shall see. : 
Of the minor measures promised in the 
speech, there are ; An Act for the better 
preservation of the peace in part of north- 
western Ontario, to which territory our 
title will probably be determined at the 
next session of the Dominion Parliament. 
Then there are to be measures for altering 
the system of management in the Penetan- 
guishine Reformatory ;“to provide for the 
permanent management of the Agricultural 
Oollege ; to amend the Free Grants Act. 
These are all measures of public interest, 
and will require caroful legislation, whilst 
the proposition to appoint a commission to 
inqnire into matters affecting the agricul- 
tural interest and the announcement in 
relation to placing the claims and advan- 
tages of the Province before the farmers 










































gestive of favoritism and jobbery,and will 
require the careful attention of the opposi- 
tion. There are several well-known needy 
hangers-on of the Government, always 
ready to do odd jobs which are well paid 
for, and if by these means it is sought to 
provide employment for them at the public 
expense, we shall look to the Opposition to 
show up thé matter ‘in its true light. 

The proposed fusion of the Courts of Law 
and Equity is an idea borrowed from Mr. 
Macdougail, just as is the idea of the Act 
providing for the safety of brakemen to be 
credited to Mr, Wills, which gentlemen in- 
troduced measures on these subjects. These 
bills, as emanating from members of the 
Opposition, were, with that narrow partizan 
feeling which has ever characterized Mr, 
Mowat’s Goyernment and the party which 
he leads, rejected. Now the Government 
have adopted those gentlemen’s perceptions 
and will doubtless in the future claim cre- 
dit for the origination of measures which 
their opponents created, and which public 
opinion has forced them to take up. This 
is especially true of the Act regarding 
brakesmen, the discussion in the press of 
the neceasity for which has beyond doubt 
caused our rulers to take action on. 

The promised measure with relation to 
tax exemptions stands in much the same 
position as those mentioned in the last 
paragraph, the difference being that Mr. 
Mowat, when the former bill on the subject 
was defeated, promised to take the subject 
into consideration. If those who favor a 
law with provisions of wide extent are 
hopefal of their wishes being gratified, they 
are likely to be doomed to disappointment. 
The subject is a very difficult one to legis- 
late uponyand the Government will not 
be wanting in exouses for presenting « 
measiite of small scope, 

The proposals to extend the jurisdiction 
of the Division Courts and to provide for 
the equitable division of the estates of ex- 
eoution debtors are matters of much im- 
portance, and seem likely to be beneficial, 

As to the erection of new Parliament 
buildings, the language of the Speech leads 


vue to fear that the good advice of 
some of their friends will not be 
heeded. ‘‘The orection of an edifice 
“ cominensurate with the needs of 


**the public service and creditable to the 
** Province,” is language not calculated to 
impress one with the idea that economy 
will be observed ; but we will reserve com- 
ment until the amount of the appropriation 
to be asked for is knowu. 

In conclusion, we hope that the Minis- 
terial measures will not be delayed as they 
were last year, but that our legislators will 
at once proceed with the work before them, 
and not have the session drag along notil 
public attentiou is diverted from their pro- 
ceedings by those of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment,

New York, Jan. 9.—The Finance Com- 
mittee of the Produce Exchange at their last 
meeting ordered that $31,500 deposited in one 
bank be removed to another, The Treasurer, 
Benj. C. Bogert, promised to sign the check 
yesterday, but when called upon in the after- 
noon could not be found. Just before the 
Exchange closed yesterday it was made pub- 
lic that Bogert had been proved a defaulter 
to the amount of $315,000. Bogert died sud- 
denly at the residence of a friend in this city 

yesterday and it is thought he committed 
suicide. He had been treasurer of the Ex- 
change ever since its organization, with the 
exception of a single year. He was a highly 
respected merchant and possessed the confi- 
dence of the community. Itis supposed he 
used the money of the Exchange in _ his pri- 
vate business, 


The officers of the Bremen steamer MWeser, 
which arrived yesterday, report that while at 
sea, A young man named Carl Heinrich com- 
mitted suicide in his cabin by cutting his 
throat. Before he died, he contided to a pas- 
senger that he had committed suicide because 
he had been discarded by his intended bride.

He pro- 
poses to obtain for it, not what it is worth, 
but what any person can be deceived and 
persuaded to give ; and the man who knows 
how to deceive and begvile his neighbour 
into paying twive the value of an article, is 
held to be keen and shrewd. In the long 
run, it may be fairly questioned whether 
any bargain 1s a good bargain for the seller 
unless it is alsoa good bargain for the 
buyer. 

The man who undertakes to do business 
on the principle of deceiving and cheating, 
will do well to remember that it is not wise 
to take too narrow a view of these matters. 
Tf of fifty men in a community each con- 
trives in the course of a year to cheat each 
of the others to the amount of fifty dollara,

Tho Madoc Mining District, 





(From the Monetary Times. ) 

Tho new impetua given to railway con- 
atriction, in different countries, and tha 
consequent demand for rails is the chief 
causo Of the rise in the price of iron. Ac- 
cording to the Railway World (Philadel- 
phia) aboot sixty-five thousand miles of 
new railway are iow under conatruction or 
likely’ soon to be ; of which more than 
fourteen thousand miles are in the United 
States. Under pressure of the new de- 
mand, steel rails, in England, now coin- 
mand nearly double the price they brought 
&yearayo, The rise in the price of iron 
was first most conspicuous in the United 
States ; where. the means of production, 
previously very much in excess of require- 
mont are, for the time, being very gener- 
ully called into activity. The demand for 
Canadian ores has, for some time, been 
greater than it was possible, with available 
appliances, to supply. But this defect 
promises s0on to be remedied. 

New life and activity have been given to 
mining enterprise in North Hastings. Sey- 
eral iron mines:are being developed, though 
smelting is nob yet carried on near the 
mines, The ore is exported to the States 
to be treated. Sometimes it is used to mix 
with the iron ores of Pennsylyania ; and it 
is expected that alone it will be found suit- 
able for‘making Bessemer steel. The fol- 
lowing list of leases of lands containing iron 
ores which have beon madein North Hast- 
ings, will give some idea of the progress. of 
development now taking place.

the greater part of them to Youngstown, 
Ohio." For some time to come the pres- 
sure, on the car accommodation will pro- 
bably be seyerely felt, as it is expected that 
this trafic will require forty cars a day to 
accommodate it. Five mines are expected 
to produce 500 tonsa day. ‘The others, 
under lease, will be opened in the Spring ; 
explorations on additional lots are being 
made with a view to working. 


Outside of mining -districts of North 
Hastings, iron mines are beginning to be 
developed, The Baldwin mine,a few miles 
from Hull, is, produeing 300 tons a day. 
The ore yields 67 per cent., and is almost 
entirely free from sulphur. It is shipped 
to Cleveland to be mixed with lean Ameri- 
cairores, the union of the two kinds -pro- 
ducing an excellent article. The explosive 
used is Volney powder, which somewhat 
resembles dualin, but contains a larger 
amount of glycerine. 

This method of disposing of the ore leaves 
only one profit, which is in the shape of a 
royalty : but it has-the great advantage of 
being a certain profit, the thing most want- 
éd inthe beginning of a mining industry, 
If the development of those iron mines de- 
pended upon the ore being smelted in the 
country, it is not probable that much, if 
anything, would be done at present, Smelt- 
ing in the districts where the ores are found 
will follow in due time ;in the meantime 
owners of mines-run no risk, and have 
nothing to do but to see that they get the 
amount of the stipulated royalty. 


The gold mines of North Hastings give 
a better promise than eyer before ; but 
none of them haye passed the crucial ex- 
perimental stage. In the past there isa 
record of disappointment, which may be 
more attributable to inexperience than to 
the nature of the mines, Everybody has 
to pay for experience, and we only hope 
that the lessons are worththe money. But 
if wo are to succeed in this lino we shall 
havo to borrow from the riper and moro 
certain experience of other countrics. Mr, 
Theo. B. Comstock, who is prospecting in 
Colorado, in a letter tothe Lngineering and 
Mining Jownal, gives some hints that may 
bo useful to intending investors in gold 
mines, He lays down what appears to be 
a sound rule, that investors should never 
be guided in their purchases by anything 
but actual developinent. When the owner 
of a mino wishes to ‘* bond”’ his undeyelop- 
6d property, Mr. Comstock says, an honest 
engineer would adyise him to keep his claim 
and deyelop it according to a plan suggest. 
ed, if he has the moana of doing it ; if he | 
has not, and must sell, the engineer would 
say it is worth to-day a certain eum, which 
is sure to be very much less than the owner 
asked for it, The chances aro that the 
owner trios in yain to sell, refusing to take 
present value. If he doos soll, the purcha- 
der probably leayes himself wholly without 


the’ means to develop the property, 
in which case he is no farther 
advanced than the provious 
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ownor was. Mr, Comstock, whose wide 
experience is of the gréatent value, says 
there is scarcely any critertion by which 
castern investors can safely class mines 
brought under their notice, on which somo 
work has been dono, except the combined 
knowledge and integrity of the promoter,

ings, stamps or furnaces, calls were made ; 
whilé in Oolorado and Arizona it is usual 
to raise, at the outset, sufticient cap- 
ital to sink the main shaft. to open 
drifts upon the lode, and té provide 
the stamps or furnaces. Where this has 
been done, and a small working capital 
provided, the stock is issued without the 
liability to future assessment. When mines 
are paying reasonably well, part of the 
profit ought to be reserved to recoup the 
capital. Besides, whateyer plan. muy be 
adopted, the Boston Economist argues with 
good show of reason, it is necessary, in 
mining operations, to have a reserve to fall 
back upon, in case of some unforseen cas- 
uality. An instance is given in the experi-. 
ence of the St. John De] Rey gold mine, 
one of the richest in Brazil, worked by an 
English company. When the mine hat 
been-worked ten years the timber support- 
ing the roof was burnt; and a reserye of 
$800,000 enabled the company again to get 
at the buried treasure by sinking a new 
shaft. The mine now sends to the pro» 
prietors $50,000 or $60,000 a month from 
a yield of only $13 to the ton. This yalu- 
able mine has never yielded more than $15 
to $20 to the ton, The average product 
of the Colorado gold mines, in 1879, was 
$93.73 per ton. Some of the Madoc mines 
are known to be richer than this ; though 
hitherto the difficulty has been to separate 
the ore from thesulphates.

The Iron interest. 


An important articlefrom the Monetary 
Times, on the subject of the Madoc mining 
district appears, in other columns. Our 
contemporary is evidently fully impressed 
with the importance of the mineral deposits 
in the district; and speaks of them in hope- 
ful terms, especially of the iron mines. It 
incidentally advocates the erection of smelt 
ing works in the district, which it confident- 
ly anticipates will come in due time, but it 
is scarcely correct in saying that the export 
of the ores to the United states leaves but 
one profit, namely the royalty. The bene- 
fits to the country include the employment 
of labor in the mines, on the railways, at 
the wharves in Belleville and on the vessels 
employed to transport the material. Be- 
nides, there are the profits accruing to rail- 
way and vessel owners, thus giving employ- 
ment to Canadian capital as well as to Cana- 
dian labor, and other incidental advan- 
tages. 

We have alsoa letter from the Hon. 
Billa Flint in reference to the erection of 
smelting worksin Belleville, the careful 
perusal of which we recommend to our 
readers. That venerable but still public 
spirited citizen has taken hold of the matter 
and is endeayoring, with his usual energy, 
to arouse his fellow ratepayers to take 
action in the premises.

For the Intelligencer, 
Iron Smelting Works 1n Belleville. 


Mr, Eprror.~ I saw Mr. McCorquodale to- 
day, and had a conversation with him about 
the blast furnaces below Quebec. He stated 
that the syndicate who held the worka would 
bring them here and put them up in complete 
working order for $110,000; that the works 
would turn out 60 tons of pig irondaily, The 
parties would want $30,000 down, $30,000 when 
the works were completed and in working 
order, and for the balance they would take 
stock, or fur the greater part of it. 

I asked him why the company did not work 
the furnaces where they are? He said the ore 
was not good, it was strongly “‘ titaneous,” 
and would not work well. 

Now. taking for granted that Mr. McC. is 
correct, 60 tons of pig iron at a net profit of 
$10 perton would be $600 per day ; $3,600 
per week, or for 50 weeks in the year $180,000 
net profits; but supposing iron should fall 
from $26 per ton to $20, and leave a margin 
of profit of $4 per ton, you have $240 per day, 
$1,440 per week, or for 50 weeks $72;000. So 
whether you take it [at the higher or loweT 
profit, where will you find a better paying 
business ? 

I do not wish it to be understood that I am 
recommending the taking of the proposed 
machinery and plant set forth by Mr, McC. 
It strikes me we can do better, as we have 
all the materia! for building, &., and it no 
doubt might be better to start smelting works 
on a less extensive scale, as stated in my for- 
mer lette:s,as working on a smaller scale would 
give capital to increase the capacity of the 
works, and save a large amount of outlay on 
the start, 

I am informed that there is another party, 
from whom I expect to hear soon, who would 
be avilling to put in part of stock to build the 
works, and run the same, and make the iron 
fora company, and at the same time would 
start a glass. factory in connection with the 
smelting of the ore, and use the slag that 
comes from the ore for making glass, under » 
new process. I trust shortly to get the infor- 
mation, which shall be laid before the public, 

Mr. McC. informed me he was on his way 
to Kingston, where it is the intention to start 
smelting works. It seems the people of the 

“limestone city” are waking up to the neces 
sity of doing something in the way of manu. 
facturing iron, and not to let the ores slip 
throngh their fingers and goto the States to 
enrich American’manufacturers, I trust they 
may succeed ; the more smelting furnaces the 
better. Willthe Belleville people wake up 
on this iron question, or will they sleep on 
and take their rest as heretofore, and let the 
Opportunity pass, and let the ‘tortoise win 
the race while the hare has been sleeping” ?

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Our Exports. 


Our local Grit contemporary has become 
quite facetious over our remark that the 
“N. P, created a home market for Rye,” 
and says : 

“How is it, then, that we exported to the 


United States, during 1879, rye to the value of 
$13,273.02 more than during the preceding 


year?” 

To which we reply that the reason we 
shipped more rye in value this year than 
last was simply because there was more 
rye grown to ship, which does not provethere 
was less rye used for local consumption, 
For the increase in quantity the advo- 
cates of protection claim no credit. Al- 
though there was $13,275.02 in value of 
rye more shipped this year than last on 
account of the increased price of rye last 
season over 1878, the same has been the 
case in all kinds of grain except -barley, as 
the following comparative statement of the 
price of grain on Sept. 6, 1878, and now 
will clearly prove:— 


Sept. 6, 1878, Jan. 9, 1880. 
Wheat 0c to $100 Wheat $1.25 to $1,30. 
Rye 55 to 56c. Rye 75 to 800, 

Oats 32 to 33c. Oats 35 to 38. 
Pease 62 to 630. Pease 65 to 70c, 


The Globe says on the same subject :— 
**Tn face of the fact that rye is now five 
cents a bushel cheaper in Toronto than in 
Chicago, the Belleville INTELLIGENCER dares 
to say :—‘ The N. P. created a home mar- 
ket for our rye.’” It may be that the dif- 
ference between the Toronto and Chicago 
markets is what the Globe saysitis, though 
the quotations do not show it ; but on the 
9th rye was quoted in Ohicago at 790 cash 
and in Belleville on the sameday at 80c, 
which shows that Toronto is a poor market 
forrye. The fact, however, that a Windsor 
distiller purchased in this market last year 
some 15,500 bushels of rye to use instead 
of the western oats and rye which he had 
previously imported, shows that our state-

Mr, Bickford was willing to wait 
for the payment of the whole sum till the 
completion of the road to Peterborough, but 
Mr, Yarker, the manager of the Bank of 
Montreal in Toronto, had yesterday called on 
him and positively refused to accede to that 
arrangement, and refused to make any further 
advances. His (Mr, Camcron’s) opinion was 
in favor of the proposed arrangement, but Mr. 
Yarker positively refused, saying if the $25,- 
000 were paid he would advance as much as 
they wished, and allow the completion of the 
arrangement with the Grand Tronk for the 
permanent operation of the road, which would 
be entered into on completion to Peterbor- 
ough. They were sorry that this diftioulty 
had arisen, but they could not prevent it jand 
as the road to Hastings only was of compara- 
tively little value, and Sir Charles Tupper 
said the route was the natural, best and short- 
est to the North-West, he asked them to de- 
velop it by carrying out the agreement made 
by the Council to pay half the bonus on com- 
pletion of the road to Hastings. They had 
carried ovt their agreement as far as possible, 
and he believed if the debentures Were issued 
the road would be completed to Peterborough 
and ia operation by tho Ist of October next.

Had thore been dissatisfaction 
with his course in moving the resolution at 
the publio meoting and introducing the By- 
law in tho Counoil, the ratepayers in the Ward 
which he represonted—tho hoaviost taxpaying 
Ward in the city—would havo manifested it 
on the election day, as the matter was fresh 
intheir minds, His opinion waa still that the 
By-law would be accepted, and he movod tho 
second reading of the By-law.

He should also have 
freah cows, for the cream from a fresh cow 
will be of a much higher color than that 
from a farrow cow, or even from ono that 
has been milking three or four months. 
Having made a selection of cows, the ment 
thing in order ia to feed them on the right 
food, to secure firm, hurd, yellow butter. 

having the waxy grain and high nutty 

flavor so essential. 

The food has a-most important effct on 

the quality of the butter as well as the 
quantity, and both the selection and the 
quantity of food given deaerve considera- 
tion, A few tusts ot foods made by ay 
self porscnally, withont any intervention 
of yet ety and in which the feed was 
given. the cow milked, the milk weivhed 
and skimmed, and the butter churned and 
weighed by my own hands, may be given. 
In February last my cow, Minnie, was fed 
upon the nsual ration of 10 pounds of meal 
of corn, outs, and wheat bran ground to- 
gether ; to this were added six pounds of 
palm nut meal daily, February lat to 7th 
the cow gave 164 pounds of milk, which 
produced eight pounds of butter ; Febrnary 
Sth to Lith the milk was 191p pounds and 
the butter 9} pounds ; Fobroary 15th to 
21st tho milk wes 194 pounds, and the but- 
ter 10} pounds ; February 22nd to 28:h 
the milk was 1984 pounds, ant the butter 
was 12 pounds ; the meal was discontinued 
because the butter deteriorated in quality 
somewhat. 

A test with cotton seed meal gave the 
following results : A two-year old Ayrshire 
cow, Bolivia, fed previously on ten pounds 
of corn, oats, and bran meal daily, was 
given four pounds of cotton seed meal, 
The yield was us follows :

The colour of the butter and fwor were 
yery much improved by the cotton seed 
meal. The last mentioned ytell of butter 
is still maintained, 

After very thorough and long-continned 
testa of every kind of feed attainable, { 
prefer the following rations and kinds for 
the production of the best qnaity of bus- 
ter.—Ten pounds of meal made of corn, 
oats and wheat bran or middlings, with 
four pounds of cott»m-seed meal, given half 
in the morning and half ia the evening 
with cut and wetted hay ; at noon a feed of 
dry hay. If roots are at hand, I would 
give a peck of these instead of the hay ut 
noon. A handful of salt daily sprinkled 
on the feed is indispensible ; the want of 
it will be diacovered in the churning. 

If the qnantity and quality of the butter 
depend apn the oow and the freeding,the 
milking may easily spoil all, This should 
be done in the mist cleanly manner. [t 18 
impossible to keep cows perfectly clean 
and a atable entirely free from odor, unless 
all the incomes is expended in the atcen- 
tion that would be needed But yet the 
milk imay be kept clean if the stables are 
cleaned out and freshly bedded before 
milking, and the cows are cirded and 
brushed off and the udders wiped with a 
clean cloth. Some impurities, such as 
looss hair aud dust, will vet into the milk 
in spite of allcare, but these may be kept 
out of the butter. An excellent milking- 
pail, which [ have recently tried, strains 
the milk perfectly, from every hair and 
speck of dust; itis easily kept clean and 
promises to be very durable. The strainer 
may be made of one, two or three thick- 
nvsses of wire cloth, and can be unscrewed 
for washing. 


Upon the setting of the milk depends the 
quantity of the cream raised, as well as the 
quality of the butter. The difference he- 
tween deep and shallow setting is too small 
to bé perceived by the most careful tests, 
excepting as resards convenience. The 
deep can systam is convenient under cer- 
tain circumstances, and in some is indis- 
pensable; but l prefer shallow setting when 
all other trinysureeqnal. All theav things 
are eqializzd and imora by the Ferguson 
Bureau Creamery, which is the most con 
venient ahallow pan system I have met 
with, This consists of « closet with shelves 
for the pans inclosed by glazed or wire-gauze 
doors, a place below for the cream und 
butter, and one ageve for ice, The tem- 
peratiire may be maintained the year round 
at any desired point; the milk and cream 
are thoroughly aired und exposed to light ; 
and the closet may be kept in any place 
that may be desirable, For usefulness and 
labor saving I have mot with no more ef- 
fective plan than this. But with whatever 
system of setting is used, the requisites for 
firat qnality butter are purity of air, anffi 
cient ventilation, moist but not damp at- 
mosphere, and frevdom from any odor what- 
ever, with a temperature not beluw 45 and 
nov over 60 degrees. fhe cream sktmined 
every 36 hours, should be stirred in the 
cream jar each time that fresh cream is 
adied, and should be kept as purely as the 
milk. 

_ There isa dispute respecting the chorn- 
ing of sweet and sourersam. Sweet cream 
will make deliciona bntter, and preferable 
for immediate sale; but this will not keep 
so well, nor hasit that ripeness of flavor 
and peculiar nuttiness which burter mace 
from avur cream possesses. Sour creain 
batter may be kept for a year or inore, and 
may inprove with ays to some extent fora 
few months, while sweet cream butter 
ahonld be eaten iu a week after it is made, 
Thusit depends upon the manner of dis 
posal, ifone shonld churn aweet or sonr 
cream, But the acidity of the cream inuet 
not 0% excessive. In the winter if kept at 
& temperatures of 50 degrees, the cream 
may be churned once a week; if kept lonu- 
erthorea taty os teondls in thie churning.—

maker and a consecutive *f shop number,” 
or some other marka by which tho articles 
may bo identified. If packed the packages 
shall bear the shop number or othor marks 
by which the articles may be identified, the 
name of the manufacturer, and the word 
“uninspected.” The mannfacturer shall 
notify the Inspector of the Division from 
which the uninspected articles are sent of 
such removing ona form which will be 
supplied by the Department. Nothing in 
the supplementary regulations, nor in any 
previous regulations, is to be construed as 
preventing the importation, manufacture or 
the removal of and setting up, before they 
are verified; of dormant scales or weigh 
bridges of any description coming within 
the requirements of the law but which can- 
not be used nor properly verified until they 
are placed ona fixed foundation but the 
use of such weighing machines for trade 
purposes is illegal until they have been 
verified and stamped.

Jay . Gould. 


The greatest financial magnate in America, 
if not in the world to-day, is Jay Gould, of 
New York. Although still a young man he 
isaself made man. ‘The following short 
sketch of his life is from the New York 
Sun :— 

Mr, Gould comes from a Puritan stock that 
emigratedinto the wilderness of Delaware 
County, in this state, in the year 1789. He 
was born upon the farm (where his father 
was) in the town of Roxbury in the year 1835. 
Upon this farm he remained until he was 16 
years old, and during that period he went to 
a district school. With the aid of his devoted 
sisters he procured his education, and at the 
age of 18 compiled a history of Delaware 
County that was so complete that no historian 
has since attempted to improve upon it. 

Previous to his arriving at his majority, he 
had, by actual survey, published maps of Dela- 
ware, Ulster, and Albany Counties in this 
State, and of several counties in the State of 
Ohio. 

From these enterprises, organized and car- 
ried out by this young farmer’s son, he had 
accumulated afew thousand dollars, Col. 
Zadock Pratt, at that time the great tanner 
of the day, saw in young Gould the elements 
of a great man, and with him conducted the 
tanning business successfully for several 
years. As Mr. Gould developed in experi- 
ence, he saw greater fields of usefulness for 
him, and, about the year 1860, he went to 
New York, comparatively a stranger, and 
without anything pertaining to fortune. - 

This gentleman, a stranger, without any 
grovt influential power, either pecuniary,

ed that the Indians might so for rympath- 
ize with them as to assist them in their 
escape, if not to fight for and with them. 
This proved to beagroundless apprehension 
for the Indians showed that they were 
willing to assist in the capture of the mur- 
derers, and did so assist. The desperadoes 
were snrrounded inan old log building 
near Douglas Lake, where they defended 
themselves for three days against those 
sent to effect their capture, Several times 
propositions were made back and forth for 
the surrender. An Indian would take a 
note and go up to the building, and pass it 
through the loop holes to the bandits, who 
would write an answer. One proposition 
was to the effect that if the besieging force 
would let them and their horses ont, with 
five hundred yards start, they would ride 
towards Kamloops, and not fire upon their 
nrsuers, their own anxiety being to get to 
fraailoope aud kill Mara. 

Later on Clapperton wrote them if they 
would lay down their arms they would be 
protected ; if not, the building would be 
fired and burned over them. Their note 
in reply was : ‘* Burn it and be damned.” 

Several atteunpts were made to fire the 
building, and at length seeing the usvless- 
neas of the struyyle, or becoming faint- 
hearted, they threw out a signal of sur- 
render, and agreed to lay down their arms 
to J. T. Biwards if he would agree to sake 
them into Kamloops unshackled. 

This was agreed to, when they came out 
one by one and give up their arms, when, 
greatly to their disgust and a great deal of 
profanity, the special ccnatables seized and 
firmly bound them, and atarted them for 
Kamloops, where they arrived on Sunday 
evening, 

The following details of the death of 
Ussher, and other partioulars concerning 
the ontlaws, are fromthe New Westmin- 
ster Guardian :—*‘They (the constables) 
were armed with revolvers and mounted 
on horseback, as it was supposed fhe men 
tobe arrested were twenty miles from 
Kamloops. On the way they met a man 
of the name of Shumway, whom they ask- 

‘ed to acoomptny as a guida, he being fa- 
miliar with the locality. Shumway demur- 
red, but at last consented on consideration 
of his beingallowed to call at Mr. Mo- 
Donald’s,where he knew he could borrow a 
rifle, as he was wholly unarmed. Unfor- 
tunately the party met the McLeana and 
Hire befors reaching McDonald's house, 
qa unexpectedly. The outlaws imme- 
lately threw down their hats and coats on 
a signal from the elder McLsan, and took 
their positions behind trees whence they 
fired upon the approaching constables, 
‘Ussher received a shot in the head, which 
appeared to have dazed him, as he dis- 
mounted and ran forward to grapple with 
young Hare, whe was armed with a knife 
and pistol, leaving his revolver in the hol- 
ater uf the horse. He is said to have seized 
Hare, when a struyvgle ensued; when Ussh- 
er and Hare fell, Ussher was underneath. 
The youngest McLean then approached, 
and Ussher cried out, ‘‘don't kill me !” but 
the wretch fired two shots at Ussher’s head, 
both taking effect, and, of course, killing 
himinstantly. [tis supposed that Hare 
must, have disfigured Ussher with his knife, 
4s the face of the dead man waa cut and 
slashed, the nose being entirely removed. 
Constable McLeod received two shots, 
one of them passing throuzh both cheeks 
and the other striking him in the knes. 
Palmer and McLood fired several shots 
from their revolvers, one of Palmer's shots 
striking Allan McLean in the side; they 
then rode off; a number of men went ont 
the following day and bronght in the body 
of Ussher, which was stripped. It appears 
that one of the McLeans was married to 
the daughter of the Ohief of the Nicola 
Indians quite recently, and this gave rise 
& the story thatthe McLwans had been 
joined by the Nicola Indians. But whena 
strong body of whites went ont afew daya 
subsequently, accompanied hy some Kam- 
loops Indians, the Nicola Indians joined 
them, and they were thus enabled to aur 
round the murderers in their lair. We have 
no pone of the capture of the McLuang 
and Hare, but we learn that they woun-ied 
one white man, Stevenson,and two Indians, 
before they surrendered. The murder of 
poor Kelly, which occurred soon after that 
of Usshuc, was ain stoold olvoded atrocity. 
He was employed by Pete Fraser, and was 
out, as usual, tending his flick of sheep 
when he was overtaken by the McLoans 
aud Hare. He was a quiet, inoffensive 
mat, and wholly unarmed. Iti said there 
Was some grudge against him for some- 
thing that he had oad or done to one of the 
MoLwans. The murderers afterwards

Tho annual report of the Minister of Edu- 
cation on the Public, Separate and FHigh

The whole number of School-houses re- 
ported is 6,066, of which 1,569 are brick, 511 
stone, 2,251 frame, 705 log. < 

The average time of keeping the Schools 
open, exclusive of holidays, vacations and 
Sundays, was two hundred and six days in 
1878. The actual number of logal teaching 
days was 221. 

The number of Roman Catholic Separate 
Schools was 177—a decrease during the year 
of 9.. Their receipts wore $127,549—increase 
$7,282. The expenditures were $120, 558— 
decrease $794. The number of pupils. was 
25,820—increase 328 ; average attendunce 
13,175—increase 623, and the whole number 
of teachers was 333, of whom 104 were males 
and 229 females. 

The number of High Schools open was 104, 
and the number of pupils 10,574, or an increase 
of 1,345, The total receipts were $420,185 — 
increase $62,667, and the expenditure $396,- 
010, an increase of $52,300, Of the school 
houses 74 were brick, 20 stone, 10 frame ; 5 
woro rented or leased, and the remainder free- 
hold. 

Tho number of candidates at the examina- 
tions in the Normal Schools was as follows : 
Ist class At Toronto 15, of whom 12 passed, 
and at Ottawa 9, of whom nono passed. 
Sccond class. At Toronto 137, of whom 136 
passed, and at Ottawa 108, of whom all passed. 
Tho number of Model Schools was 50, with 
1,391 third class candidates in attendance, of 
whom 52 were rejected by the Board of Ex- 
aminers. 

In 1842 the number of Public Sehools was 
1,721 ; in 1861, 3,C01 ; and in 1878 4,990.4 
and the number of pupils increased from 168,+ 
159 in 1851 to 489,015 in 1878, The amount 
paid for the support of Public Schools was 
$368,644 in 1851, and $2,889,347 in 1878.

In view of the vast iron deposits lying

Thoro is a great and increasing demand for 
a good and suflicient water supply. This is a 
subject which has engaged the attention of 
former Councils for a number of years, and if 
it is possible to devise some means to supply 
tho requirements of our citizens, you will 
have earned their lasting gratitude. 

The system which has been pursued for the 
past three years in placing the co!lector’s roll 
in the hands of the City Treasurer carly in 
the year has proved effectual, which is shown 
by the large amount of taxes that has been 
paid in before the 3lst of December in each 
year, but I regret to say that the aystem pur- 
sued as to non-resident taxes has not proved 
effectual. Up to within a recent period, it 
has been the custom to tax unocoupied land 
as non-resident, whether the owners lived in 
the City or not, and as no steps have been 
taken recently for the collection of non-resi- 
dent taxes as provided for by statute (seo 
Harrison's Municipal Manual, sec, 175 of the 
assessment act), I would recommend that 
some more effectual method be adopted for 
the collection of the large amount outstand- 
ing of this description of taxes, 

The assessment of the City is of paramount 
importance, and requires your particular 
attention, and it might be well to consider 
whether it would not conduce to the interests 
of the City, to confide this department to a 
competent commissioner. 

A correct and uniform assessment is abso- 
lutely necessary, in justice to all of our citizens, 
and it becomes the more apparent when we 
consider that the Voters’ Lists, the Court of 
Revision and the Jurors Court are seriously 
affected by the assessment. 


It cannot be expected that any number of 
men who give but a limited time to the assess- 
ment, can by any possibility perform the work 
So well as one who deyotes his entire time to 
this department. 

I am suro that it is a matter of congratula- 
tion to all our citizens, that we have such 
eflicient Fire and Police departments. Fire 
and crime, through the efficiency of these two 
departments, have been reduced to narrower 
limits, I believe, in Belleville, than any other 
town or city in (anada, in proportion to its 
population, 

A more effectual method of repairing our 
streets and walks—especially Front Street— 
should engage your attention. 

The Murray and Trent Valley Canals, if 
constructed, would in my opinion vastly ben- 
efit Belleville and parronnding country, and I 
trust that every assistance and encouragement 
may be rendered those two enterprises, com- 
patible with our position.

As these projects are of groat impor- 
tance, it is to bo regretted that Mr. Bick- 








on the subject before; but it ia to be hoped 
that action oven now will not prove to be 
too late. The matter first mentioned is 
now brought before the people of the city 
for the first time, and os its offect would 
be highly beneficial, thero seoms to be no 
reason why the Council should not memor- 
jalizo tho Legislature, as asked by Mr. 
Bickford. ‘Tho completion of the Grand 
Junction to Omomee, by giving Belleville 
direct connection with tho Midland,would 
open tho shortest route between Bellevile 
and all points east,and the North-west,and 
thereby prove of groat advantage not only 
to the locality but to a large part of the 
Province. It ought thorefore to receive 
the favorable consideration of the Legisla- 
ture, and if this object can bo “forwarded 
by a petition from the Council to the 
Legislature, that body ought to take action 
at as early a day asis possible. In any 
case no harm can be done by sending such 
a petition, and we therefore hope to see it 
done. 

Regarding the proposed extension of the 
North Hastings line,there can be,we think, 
no two opinions as to its necessity. Wo 
look upon it as the one thing necessary to 
render the Murray Canal of the great bene- 
fit which it is designed to be to this local- 
ity, as without it the immense deposits of 
iron ore can be developed to but a com, 
paratively should extent,and the production 
kept far below the demand. As every ton 
of oreshipped hence will benefit the City; as 
every man employed in the mines and on 
the railways will to some extent increase 
the trade of our merchants, it is clearly to 
the interest of the ratepayers that the line 
should be extended. Further, it will open 
up to unrestricted trade with the Oity a 
fine agricultural region in the: northern 
townships, the inhabitants of which have 
now to find a market elsewhere, and as a 
colonization road it cannot but be of much 
benefit to the Province at large. The 
Ontario Legislature has hitherto dealt lib- 
erally with the promoters of railways of 
this class, and we believe will be inclined 
to follow their usual course in this case,the 
more especially as the claims of this section 
of the country are so strong that they can 
scarcely be ygnored with propriety. The 
handsome bonus of $8,000 per mile was 
granted to a portion of the Kingston and 
Pembroke and Victoria Railways, and 
there seems no good reason why the 
Belleville and North Hastings Rail- 
way should not be _ treated with 
equal liberality. We repeatedly urged 
last year’s Council to petition for this very 
object, and no action was taken; but now 
that the subject has been formally brought 
before the new Council, we hope to see 
them take such steps as will tend, so far as 
in thcir power, to secure this desirable 
object.

From these figuresit is easy to see that 
under a protective tariff we enjoy at least 10 
per cent, adyantage on our bouts and shoes 
over our American neighbors, and I deny the 
Globe's assertion that boots and shoes have 
raised in price to any great extent. I mean 
those made mostly by machinery in the Jarge 
factories, as parties can buy boots of machin- 
ery make in Belleville as cheap now as they 
could one or two years ago, and from a!l I can 
discover the wholesale houses charye very 
little more for their work than formerly, but 
even if they should charge more Icannot see 
why they have not the right when hides are 
worth $2 more per 100 lbs, than last year. 

The Globe states that ‘‘the Government 
could put humbug duties by the dozen on 
such things as’ wheat, barley, oats, rye,cheese, 
butter, cattle, and sheep when there was no 
chance of doing good to farmers,” Will the 
Globe pretend to be honest and say that l5cte 
duty on wheat and 10cts duty on oats is no 
protection to our farmers? He knows it is,and 
as to rye the duty on American corn helps 
the price of rye materially, and as to barley, 
cheese, butter, cattle and sheep if it gives no 
protection it certainly don’t hurt the farmer 
if none comes into Canada, so that these get 
ups are mere bugbears to frighten the Globe's 
silly children into the belief that the N. P, is 
‘the wickedest thing in the world.” 

I will not pursue the Globe’s remarks any 
further at present, but close by stating that I 
do not send this to the Globe for the best of 
reasons; the experience of the past goes to 
show that it would not be published, that 
anything but fairness may be expected from 
that quarter. I expect none, nor seek for any, 
neither need the N. P, or its friends expect 


any fair play from that quartor; the truth lies 
not in that direction.

We learn from the official statement, 
published in Saturday's Gazette, that the 
imports and oxports of the Dominion for 
the month of November were as follows: 
Imports ;—Total dutiable goods, $3,313,. 
577 ; coin and bullion, except United States 
silver coin, $340,126 ; free goods, all other, 
$1,176,425. Grand total—Entered for 
consumption, $4,830,128 ; duty, $886,514. 
For the corresponding period of 1878 the 
returns were :—Total dutiable goods, $3,- 
494,061 ; free goods, $2,744,361; total, 
$6,238,422; duty oollected, $821,170. 
During the month of November last there 
was collected on coal, $43,633 ; on bread- 
stuffs, $21,279 ; on cottons, $46,108 ; dried 
fruit, $24,084 ; iron and steel manufac- 
tures, $99,865; on spirits, $99,757; on 
tea, $58,800; on woollens, $44,343 ; on 
sugar, $107,000.

Office-Seekers in H'rance. 


The dream of every young Frenchman 
whose pockets are empty is to marry a girl 
who has from £2,000 to £400, and to earn 


about £200 a year for himself by means of | _ 


a situation affording a fixed salary. It is 
not an extravagant dream, and to do the 
Frenchman justice, he is quite happy if he 
realizes it. Having got £300 or £1008 
year he does not seek to enlarge his in- 
come, but lives prudently within his means, 
and invests some sayings every year with 
commendable judgment, The very fact, 
however, that most Frenchmen should pitch 
their ambition so low as to require nothing 
more than what an Englishman would call 
a little competency shows how keen the 
struggle for life here is, and when one re- 
flects that thousands of men who covet the 
position of petit rentier are joined annually 
by twenty thousand recruits fresh from the 
schools, and with all their talents whetted 
according to the newest systema for the 
school fray, one cannot wonder at the large 
number of educated young men who find 
their way into jail. Every paid post in 
France is so keeuly coveted that a vacanoy 
will draw hundreds of applicants,and states- 
men who are always talking about the ne- 
cessity for dismissing superfluous employ- 
ees find themselves reluctantly compelled 
to add to their number every year because 
they are overawed the mass of candidates 
As regards the engineering branohes, for 
inatance, the mae iG young pe who 
ualify every year for the post of govern- 
ment ya pieeer exceeds by several hundreds 
the number of places to be disposed of; but 
to allay disappointment as far as possible 
the Government goes on multiplying 
situations, thereby creating a body of civil 
servants who have not enough to live on, 
and who grow discontented from seeing 
all chances of promotion stopped, 
In this country discontent with the Gov- 
ernment soon develops into a seditious 
spirit, and if may safely bo said that every 
oftice-holder who is dissatisfied with his 
position is a revolutionist in posse. But 
much more so is this the case with the ad- 
venturous young mon who have not suc- 
ceeded in getting any office at all ; so that 
one may conclude the present system of 
education in Franco leads to the creation of 
an annually imoreasing body of citizens 
whose profession will be to way on society, 
and who, pelitically speaking, will be ready 
for anything.

Mr. Meredith, argued in favor of delay- 
ing the further consideration of the ar 
ure to another sossion, after giving It ¢ i 
second reading, and spoke in favor “ 
dropping out altogether the old names 0 
the Common Law and Equity Courts, — 

Mr. Mowat briefly replied, after which 
Mr. Morris also urged delay, and Messrs. 
Creighton, Miller, and Paxton took excep- 

tion to the second readiag béing pressed #0 
soon after the Bill had been distributed. 
Mr. Young, on tho other hand, urged 
the second reading on the ground that the 
session was rapidly passing, and any un~ 
necessary delay,in the progress of Govern- 
ment measures was much to be deprecat- 
ed. é 
The motion was then carried on the un- 
derstanding that some time should elapse 
before the Bill was taken up in Committee. 


Mr. Cook moved the second reading of 

his Bill to amend the General Railway Act 
of the Province, with a view to providing 
for the safety of persons walking across 
railway yards. The Bill requires the rail- 
way. ‘‘frogs” to be filled up with wood to 
the level of the rai], and the space between 
the rails at the junction of switches to be 
not less than six inches instead of three as 
at present, Ia the course of his remarks 
he stated that he bad taken the question 
up in the House of Commons, and that he 
had then included in the Bill some proyis- 
ions for the protection of brakesmen as well 
as yardmen. The case of the brakesmen he 
had abandoned, however, at their own 
wish, on being informed by the railway 
companies that if they were compelled to 
go to expense forthe protection of the 
men, they would resort tothe use of the 
air brake in preference. 


Mr. Fraséfr,on behalf of the Government, 
consentea to the second reading, with the 
understanding thac the Bill should be re- 
ferred tothe Speeial Committee already 
appointed on the subject, and on this un- 
derstanding, to which Mr. Cooks readily 
assented, the motion was carried.

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Wasting Time. 


Some of our exchanges, and not all of 
the Conservatiye side in politics, are pro- 
testing against the unnecessary waste of 
time which is taking place in the Ontario 
Legislature.

The CHarrMAN remarked that one side 
of the question had been heard of and now 
he would like to hear others speak on the 
subject, 

Mr, H. Asuiry saidhe had heard Mr, 
Barnard, the Minister of Agriculture of 
Quebec speak on this subject and he had 
been very favorably impressed with his re- 
marks. ‘The average farmer was slow te 
obtain information and he therefore urged 
them to become members of the Dairymen’s 
Association, where questions appertaining 
to their calling were brought forward for 
discussion as they could learn now what 
they would attain by experience in the fu- 
ture. Ifa factory were now established 
we should not necessarily expect a profit 
for two or three years, but in time, he con- 
sidered tho business would prove remuner- 
ative to those interested in it. In his 
opinion this was the best industry that 
farmers could now engage in. In conclu- 
sion he asked that a proper start be made, 
otherwise the project would not be suc- 
cessful, 

Mr. R. R. Brep approved of the cultiva- 
tion of the sugar beet, especially so since 
he had had an experience of eighteen years 
in growing it, and he had found it raised 
far more readily than grain, and the outlay 
less. The raising of the sugar beet was, in 
his opinion, the best thing advanced in 
favor of the farming community. 


Mr. J. S, VANDEWAvERS said the time 
had arrived when all know that sugar could 
be made from the beet, and the question 
that would now be presented to the meet- 
ing would resolve itself into finding out the 
number of acres each would devote to the 
cultivation of the beet and how to establish 
a factory. These were matters he consid- 
ered should receive the best attention of 
the meeting. 

Mr. . Wickert advised the planting of 
a small quantity this year, and if successful 
more could be planted in the year follow- 
ing. 

Mr. D. Vanpewaters said Mr, Ross 
had informed him that he had successfully 
grown 25 tons to the acre. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was no trouble to 
raise the beet for a factory such as was 
proposed, and if the farmers went into the 
project they could not lose anything, as if 
a factory were not established, the farmers 
could feed the produce to their cattle.. He 
urged action in the premises, and had rea- 
son to hope that the Government would 
aid in promoting such an industry.

would” of course give a quality of milk 
averaging the same from day to day, while 
the cream resulting therefrom would be of 
4 similar character, But suppose to a herd 
of ten grade Shorthorns be added a couple 
of Jersey cows capable of yielding by 
themselves sufficient cream for the weekly 
production of 20 pounds of butter, can the 
dairyman expect to increase the butter 
product of the combined herd, including 
the ten Shorthorns, and the two Jerseys, 
exactly 20 pounds? That is, supposing 
the ten Shorthorns alone Kive a weekly 
return of 65 pounds of butter, it is probs- 
ble, by adding the two Jerseys, which alone 
make 20 pounds of butter weekly, that the 
dairyman will realize an aggregate weekly 
product of 85 pounds? This would seem 
to be anatural deduction, theoretically 
considered, but let us see how such a plan 
works in practice. 

I will cite a few facts directly bearing 
upon this subject, which haye come under 
my own personal knowledge. An experi- 
enced dairyman, who lives in Conway and 
gets the highest prices for his butter, makes 
me the following statement: ‘ This Fall, 
when my herd was making a given quantity 
of butter weekly, I added to thenumber of 
my cows two high-grade Jerseys. I soon 
found, on weighing my butter product, that &e., &e.

perceptible difference over the previous ’

grade Jerseys and of his grade Shorthorns 
separate,though for some reason he did not 
churn until he had eight days’ cream in- 
stead of seven, asin the first experiment. 
However, he was gratified at securing a 
butter product of 83) pounds, showing 
pretty conclusiyely that he could not afford 
to mingle the milk and cream of his differ- 
ent breeds. 


Recently the Conway dairyman and his 
Whately brother met, and in the course of 
conversation each 1elated his experience 
with the joint product of the milk of the 
different breeds of cows, in butter-making. 
The result was that the Whately farmer 
exchanged two of his Shorthorns for two of 
the Jersey cows of his Conway neighbor. 


In conclusion I will submit another ser- 
ies of experiments in the same direction. A 
friend and townsman of mine, who last 
winter kept 19 cows, and whois a firm be- 
liever in high feeding and careful attention 
in respect to his herd, found that his ani- 
mals were not making the usual returns in 
butter, neither were they yielding what he 
might reasonably expect. His herd was 
composed of about equal proportions of 
grade Jerseysand grade Shorthorns. The 
yield of butter was not far from five pounds 
per cow weekly, though why it should be 
so small was past his comprehension, Fi- 
nally he concluded to set the milk of each 
cow, separately, finding out in churning the 
cream separately that he hadn’t a single 
cow that yielded less than six pounds each, 
while a goodly number gave him upwards 
ofnine pounds each. The result of this 
experiment showed him that churned sep- 
arately the milk of his herd would produce 
something over seven pounds each upon 
the average; while when the milk of each 
breed was mingled the result was but about 
five pounds weekly to each cow. 


I have given these figures approximately, 
without going into fractions of a pound, 
but sufficiently accurate to illustrate the 

rinciple for which I am contending—that 
or dairymen to secure the best results from 
their herds, the milk or cream from dif- 
ferent breeds of cows should not be min- 
gled. How important that, as a class, we 
farmers should make more figures, and do 
loss guess work concerning the important 
operations upon the tarm.—Cowntry Gen- 
tleman.

The inner 
dress was of the red flowers, while the folds were 
so shaded as to be perfect. There were a great 
many figures in different attitudes, and all beau- 
tifully dressed with flowers. 
_ The most beautiful thing we saw was a large 
yt made wholly of different colored flowers. 
he vessel was even laden with a cargo made of 
the flowers. 

There were fifteen or twenty of these different 
places where flowers were exhibited. The ad- 
mittance to each was only half aceut. I don't 
know how they make enough money to pay them 
for the great trouble, but hundreds of visitors 
were there daily, and no doubt many ot the poor 
people had a few cents saved for the ower show. 

The Wax work, too, was so well doue that in 
some instances I thought they were living people, 
One man had a cup of tea in his hand about to 
drink, and a lady beside him held a tray. They 
Were arranged in groups, representing some 
scenesinthedrama. One group appeared in a 
snow-storm, holding umbrellas, while the snow, 
made of white cotton, was falling about them, 
some lodging in their green fir trees, by which 
they were standing. I think such a sight could

What is Now Doing in Madoc and 
Marmora 


(From the Globe'e Special Correspondent. ) 


Mapog, Jan. 14. 

As a great deal of attention is now being 
paid to this section of Ontario, [ donot 
know that I need make any apology for 
sonding a short letter devoted chiefly to 
current news,to be interpolated (somewhat 
out of the regular course, it is true) in the 
series of mining letters I am now furnish- 
ing from other localities. 

Since my last visit to this section evory- 
thing has been progressing very much as [ 
supposed they would, the activity of ore 
shipments being well maintained during 
both the bad weather and the holiday sea- 
son. 

Within a week or two more locations 
have become sufticiently developed to war- 
rant a regular output, and are now making 
daily shipments with the same regularity 
that has so far characterized Mr. Pussey’s 
operations at the Seymour mine and those 
of Messrs. Coe & Mitchell at the Wall- 
bridge hematite mine. 

The first of these new developments, the 
Andrews mine, is situated on lot 9 in the 
5th concession of Madoc, and is the pro p- 
perty of Messrs. O, H. & W. C. Andrews, 
prominent furnacemen of Youngstown, 
Ohio. The work is progressing under the 
superintendence of Mr. H.S. McMinn, 
who has acted here for the Messrs. An- 
drews from the commencement of their 
prospecting in Hastings. The working 
consists of an open cutting near the top of 
amoderately high hill, where the vein 
shows a width of about 26 feet and is clear- 
ly traceable about 100 feet along its course. 
Some clay had to be removed from the 
surface, and the cut isnow down some ten 
‘feet inthe ore. In the upper floors the 
ore was considerably mixed with lime; but 
it appears to be growing purer and clearer 
as the cut isdeepened. In looking over 
the ore already taken out I noticed some 
few pieces streaked with pyrites, but by 
far the greater part of it appeared quite 
free from any objectionable admixtures. 


Mr, McMinn is now shipping at the rate 
of between 30 and 40 tons per day, and 
will no doubt be enabled to largely in- 
crease his output as his development of 
the mine progresses. The ore in this mine 
is very like that of the now! well” known 


The Cleveland, Brown & Go, location. 


This property consists of lot in the 7th 


concession of Madoc, which has been for 


some time known as the Sexsmith Lot. 


The work of opening this mine is managed 
by Uapt. Mitchell (cf Coe & Mitchell) for 
the owners, Messrs, Cleveland, Brown & 
Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, The deposit now 
being worked runs along the face of a low 
bluff, and is overlaid with a coating of gra- 
velly clay from four to six feet thick. ‘Tests 
with the dip needle show the vein to be a 
very strong one, fully one hundred feet 
wide and several hundred feet in length. 


Finding that be had a large body of ore 
to work upon, Captain Mitchell has opened 
the working ina manner well calculated 
to take out the ore in a thoroughiy econo- 
mical manner. Commencihg with a cutting 
some twelve or fourteen feet wide into the 
face of the bluff, he has cut through the 
soil, through the intervening wall rock,and 
into the vein,it being his intention to carry 
the cut through to the opposite wall. When 
this wallis reached he will then havea 
strong breast of ore on either side from 
which to slope along the vein both ways, 
affording anopportunity to work a large 
force of miners to advantage. He is now 
employing from fifteen to eighteen men, 
but as soon as the cut is completed he will 
be able to put on more than as many more. 
At present he is shipping about fifty tons 
per day. 

By this system the carte are backed 
right into the working, and the ore and 
waste. rocks are loaded into the carts with 
only one handling. ‘This ore is of a high 
grade, showing a good percentage of metal- 
lic iron, but in the upper floors it is so mix: 
ed with sulphur that it requires a good 
deal of careful sorting. In the lower 
floors even of the present working, how- 
ever, there is very little sulphur to be 
seen, and itis hoped that before jong it 
will disappear altogether, This ore all 
goes to the Company's furnaces at Youngs- 
town, Ohio. 


There are other yery promising-looking 
prospects on this lot, that will be ,opened 
as soon as the present working shall have 
been put in a satisfactory shape, 


The Stewart location in the 10th con- 
cession of Marmora, near Malone, is now 
looking extremely well, and it isnot un- 
likely that during the present winter Mr. 
Stewart will haal a quantity of ore to the 
railway for shipment. So far as anything 
like an extensive development of this pro- 
perty is concerned, however, it is safe to 
say that nothing of importance can be done 
till the tive mile extension of the Belleville 
and North Hastings Railway shall have 
been built. 

Other iron locations, such asthe ‘‘Duf- 
ferin,” ‘‘Hobson,” ‘‘Nelson,” and “Feigh,” 
that will be tributary to the extension, are 
still idle; but as soon as the speedy build- 
ing of the road shall haye become a cer- 
tuinty, vigorous operations will be com- 
menced upon them. 

Tho gold minosare all in a flourishing 
condition, though the activity in iron 
mining appears for the time being to have 
thrown them inthe shade. A great deal 
of,absurd nonsense hab been telegraphed 
about the gold mining herp, which, though 
not calculated to deceive any practical 
mining men, has been the means of serious: 
ly misleading the public, or such portions 
of it as have not paid close attention to 
affairs of this kind. Of these reports per- 
haps the wildest br Te na aries ne 
poar the ‘‘Dale” or ‘Gladstone’ gold n 
in Marmora had been sold for $20,000, 
No such palo was ever thought of, and the 
rumor neyor had the smallest foundation 
in fact, .’ 

At tho Cook, Williams & Doan. mino no 
revults havo yet been réeachod, and a6 4n 
interest in the proporty {fs being negotiated 
lor by the Wyandotte people who are

working it, it is hardly likely that any 
figures as to the resulta will be given to the 
public for the present at least. 

Tho Gatling location has been bonded to 
4% Company represented by Richard A, 
Rothwell for $200,000, payable as follows : 
— 875,000 on April st and $125,000 on 
August Ist, 1800, This offerremains open | 
for three months from the first of this 
month, and in the ineantime the property 
is being worked under a joint management 
made up of the two parties to the contract, 
the buyers having the option of assuming 
or declining the property at the price 
named within the time limit mentioned. 

Tho new management have now before 
them au offer from a Buffalo firm of $15 
per ton for five car loads of good, clean 
mispickle free on board the cars at Madoc. 

The workings are nuw ina much more 
advanced state than they were on the oc- 
casion of my last visit, The main shaft 
which is down #ome ninety feet on the 
incline of the vein, ten feet long and tim- 
bered seven feet wide in the clear, has been 
freed from water and is looking extremely 
well. The vein is fourteen feet wide at 
the bottom ofthe shaft, and appears to 
have averaged nearly or quite that width 
all the way fromthe surface, showing 
openings fully twenty feet between the 
walls in places. As seen in the bottom the 
veln appears to be composed entirely of 
quartz and mispickle, with some 20 or 26 
per cent. of the latter. Seven other shafts 
eee being worked, and all are looking 
well. 

The mill, which has four batteries of five 
stamps each (with a capacity of aton to the 
stamp every twenty-four hours), is also 
all ready for working. The ore will first 
be broken with a Blake stone-breaker,then 
fed into the batteries, and crushed wet. It 
then passes to two large Australian buddles, 
which are placed directly in front of the 
batteries for concentrating, and here it is 
expected that the bulk of the free gold and 
the mispickle will be caught. The tailings 
from the buddlings will, however,be passed 
over sluices and blankets to catch anything 
of value that may be washed out. The ore 
thus concentrated (in the buddles and on 
the blankets) will be placed upon a dryin 
floor, and when rendered perfectly dry wil 
be fedinto a three-hearth reverberatory 
furnace and roasted, to drive off the arsenic 
and sulphur. Thence it will be carried 
automatically to cast iron grinding pans, 
where it is twice ground. It willthen pass 
through two sets of washers to free it from 
the red ochreous matter always present in 
roasted ore. After this it will be treated 
with mercury in amalgamating pans, the tail- 
lings from these passing over amalgamated 
copper plates, shaking tables, and mercury 
traps to catch any gold that may have 
escaped the amalgamators. It is expected 
that very little gold will be washed out of 
the amalgamators, however. The ore and 
amalgam will be finally taken out of the 
amalgamators, washed out in the usual way, 
after which the amalgam will be ready for 
retorting and smelting in the usual man- 
ner,

Mr. Stewart is not now doing anything 
on lot 5 in the 9th concession of Marmora, 
which he holds under a lease from the 
Canada Company, but he expects to resume 
operations there in the spring. There is 
certainly a good vein of quartz and mispickle 
on the lot, which runs through lot 6 in the 
9th (the Toronto Gold Mining Company’s 
property), 7 in the 9th (the Cook, Williams 
& Dean location), a part of the 8th in the 
9th (belonging to the same Oompany, ) across 
the road allowance (held under lease by 
Mr. B. Walker, of Belleville), and over
